As a result of resolutions adopted 
at the convention in Portland last 
week of the Western Association of 
Short Line Railways, which includes 
the railway companies of eleven 
Western States, the representatives 
in California and the other states 
will immediately endeavor to bring 
about hearings before the Public 
Utility commissions for the purpose 
of placing under State control auto 
busses operating in unincorporated 
territory. 

According to D, M. Swobe, presi- 
dent of the association, who arrived 
in San Francisco yesterday from 
Portland, the operation of These auto 
lines is menacing the existence of 
the smaller railroads. The latter 
ask that the auto lines be placed” on 
the same ‘basis of regulation with 
themselves, 

“We also appointed a committee” 
said Swobe, “to take before the 
various public utility commissions 
our side of the railway mail pay 
question, We hope that the other 
states will recognize,.as California, 
New Mexico and Idaho have already 
done, how seriously’ we are handi- 
capped by the present .Government 
system of railway. mail pay and the 
parcel post, The amount of freight 
that has been diverted into parcel 
post channels, which we now have to 
carry practically free of charge, is 
appalling. Commissions are beginning 
to recognize the injustice and. are 
conceding that if the Government re- 
fuses to give up compensation this 
must be made up in our other traf- 
fc.
